Ihe CASE 
Of the Brewers, Inn-keepers, and Fillualars, touching the 


Grievances of ſerer at Clauſes, contained in ſeveral Atts of 
Parliament for Exciſe. 


N an Act made the Jaſt Seſſion of Parliament, Intituled ; Ar A for laying ſeve- 

ral Duties upon Low Wines or Spirits of the Firſt Extraftion, and for preventing the 

Fraud's and Abuſes of Brewers, Diſtillers, and other Perſons, chargeable with . the 

Duties of Exciſe : There is a Clauſe that obliges all Brewers, Inn-keepers, and 
Victualcrs, brewing party Guiles to keep their Strong Beer in .their Tuns until their 
Small Bcer be all carricd our, and delivered upon pain of being charged for the whole 
Guile as Strong Beer. 


This is a hardſhip the Brewers are not able to undergo, for they cannot always haye 
Cuſtomers to take off all their Sma]l Beer before their Strong is ready to cleanſe ; and 
then they muſt be forced either to keep the Strong Beer in the Tuns till it be 1poiled, 
or to throw the Small Beer that remains into the Gutecr, or elſc pay ſor the whole 
Guile as Strong Beer. | 


The Brewers of Recheſler and Chatham, and other Sez-port Towns fell great Quan- 
titics of Small Beer to the King: And if the Agents for Victualling have not conve- 
nicncy to receive the ſame juſt as it is brewed, (as yery often they have not ;) then 
mutt all che Strong of that Guile be kept ill it be ſpoiled, or if they cleanſe any of ir 


then the Brewers muſt pay for all the Small, as Strong. 


That the Brewers are now forced to deliver out their Small Beee before it is fully 
brewed and worked, which makes it very unwholſome. 


That the poor Inn-keepers and Yiftualers jn the Country have no opportunity to 
ſ:1] their Small Beer, but uſed ro utter the ſame in their own Houſes. But as this 
Clauſc is, they muſt be forced to throw it-away: ; for they cannot keep any in their Houſe 
either for their Seryants, or Family, or Soldiers when they arc quartered upon them, 
but all muſt live upon the Strong. | | | | 


This Clayſe very much Icff:ns the King's Duty of Exciſe: For many times when 
the Brewers could fcll thcir Strong Beer, they cannot ſell their Small ; and therefore 
they are forced to forbear brewing for ſome time, and then many private Familics fall 
to brewing their own B:er, and ſo rhe King looſes that Duty. | ai 


Tis ſuppoſcd the Intent of this Clauſe was to prevent mingling the Strong and Small 
after 'twas Gauged: Buy ſure there are ſo good Proviſions made by the Acts for Exciſe, 
and ſuch ſevere Pcna]ties therein, that ( withour this unreaſonable Clauſe ) no Brewer 
Cap, or will dare venturetodojt. =» | 7 | | 


Secondly, In an At made 1n the Firſt Year of this King, and the late Qucen Mary ( of ever 
* ** * bleſſed Memory) Intituled ; An Af for an Additional Duty of Exciſe upon Beer, Ale, 


and other Liguors. It is declared that Thirty four (Gallons ſhall be charged upon all 
Brewers ( except the Brewers within the Citics of London and Weſtminſter, and Weckly 
Bills of Mortality ) fora Barre]: And that ail Brewers ( cxcepy as atorcſaid ) ſhall be 
allowed for Leakage, vc. Two Barrels anda Halt. ©  ' 66) 


This is an hardſhip upon the Breyers, alſo in the Country, that brew no Ale, thax 
they mult ſe]l Thirty fix Gallons for a Barrel co their Cuſtomers, and be allowcd but 
Furry four Gallons in their Exciſe. -p ES os ec. 
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
